Lubke  of  Michigan.  It  has  been  grown  and  thoroughly  tried  out  in  many  different  States 
and  is  now  grown  quite  extensively  by  commercial  growers  in  Southwestern  Michigan.  We 
have  fruited  this  variety  and  have  seen  it  in  fruit  in  several  localities  during  the  past  two 
seasons.  Mr.  Lubke,  the  introducer,  states  he  has  not  received  even  one  discouraging  report 
from  this  berry.  The  growers  whom  we  have  talked  with  about  this  berry  claim  it  is  the

This 
record  was  made  within  25  miles  of  our  farms  and  shows  conclusively  that  this  variety  is  un- 
usually productive  and  fully  entitled  to  the  name  of  Champion,  It  will  be  to  your  interest  to 
get  started  with  this  wonderful  everbearer  this  Spring.

BLACKBERRIES 

Blackberries  should  be  planted  in  rows  six  to  seven  feet  apart  and  three  to  five  feet  in 
the  rows.  Keep  the  ground  light  and  rich  for  best  results.  Pinch  the  canes  back  when  they 
have  reached  the  height  of  from  two  to  three  feet.  The  blackberry  root  likes  to  get  in  the 
ground  away  from  the  surface,  where  it  gathers  those  elements  necessarry  for  a crop  of 
berries.  If  the  soil  is  wet,  its  roots  can  only  be  on  top,  and  a little  dry  spell  cuts  the  crop 
of  berries. 

They  can  be  grown  with  very  little  trouble,  and  are  very  easy  to  start.  Simply  make  a 
hole  with  a spade  and  set  the  plant;  put  it  in  the  ground  as  deep  or  a trifle  more  than  it 
has  been  as  it  is  not  advisable  to  let  them  grow  too  high. 

For  fancy  fruit  it  is  quite  necessary  that  you  do  not  leave  too  much  wood.  A good 
picker  can  pick  from  125  to  150  quarts  per  day  and  the  crop  is  a good  paying  one.  We  list 
the  blackberry  sucker  plants  only.

When  this  work  is 
finished,  cover  the  bed  to  a depth  of  three  inches  v/ith 
coarse  manure  for  a mulch.  Very  early  in  the  spring, 
rake  off  all  coarse  straw  and  loosen  the  soil,  being  care- 
ful not  to  injure  the  crowns  of  plants.
